Owing to the unfortunate war crisie and the 
consequent unsettled state of the country, the 
Royal Agricultural and Industrial Society, of 
New Westminster, B. C., Can., has deemed it 
advisable to cancel their 1914 Provincial Ex- 
hibition, which was scheduled to take place 
from September 29-October 3. 

The Dominion Exhitition, at Victoria, has 
been canceled for 1914 ‘as well. The dates of 
this show are September 21-26.

Cleveland, Sept. 10.—Cleveland’s first Busi- 
ness Efficiency Exposition will be held from 
November 14 to 21 by Cleveland Chapter, Amer- 
ican Institute of Banking. More than 400 men, 
active in bank work in the Forest City, make 
up this organization. 

A unique plan to help make sales for ex- 
hibitors will be put in operation. The bank 
workers of Cleveland and the surrounding ter- 
ritory will co-operate to bring merchants 
manufacturers and other business men from 
the entire territory to the show. 

The exposition will consist of two parts—one 
for the display of apparatus and methods for 
eliminating waste and promoting economy and 
efficiency in business; the other a graphic arts 
department for the display of commercia! art, 
advertising, engraving, printing, fine papers and 
inks and allied products.

It had its first production here at 
the Lyceum last Saturday by Charles Frob- 
man. 


in these days of hastily imported foreign suc- 
cesses, it is rarely that one sees a foreign im- 
portation handleq in a suitable manner, but 
here we have a French comedy which is skill- 
fully adapted and very well played in all of 
its various roles. It is oft-times supposed that 
if a play is popular abroad it can be translated 
into the English language and made to suit the 
American theatergoers with eny sort of cast 
of players. Charles Frohman knows otherwise, 
and very fortunately selected Mr. Edgerton as 
the comedian. LaBelle Adventure, as it was 
known in Paris, played a successful run at the 
Theater du Vaudeville last spring. 

The dialogue bas been carefully translated, 
and has lost none of its human appeal and flavor 
of romance. This was one of the pleasant sur- 
prises to the Metropolitan thestergoers. The 
play depends upon this romantic touch for its 
success more than anything else and much of 
the dialogue is expressly intended to create 
this atsnosphere at the sacrifice of action. There 
are a few dull moments in the play, but these 
were so well concealed by the finished playing 
of the principal characters that this trifling 
shortcoming was completely forgotten in the in- 
terest of the scenes,

The Prodigal Husband might not serve with 
profit to others than John Drew and Charles 
Frohman. Ent with the Empire as its birth- 
place and the prestige of the Drew-Frohman 
combination there seems to be another season of 
easy-Tiding prosperity for one of the most ad- 
mired men on the American stage: admired 
more, perhaps, for his cleanliness of life and 
decency of purpose than for any great histrionic 
gifts, regardless of the accumulation of useful 
“nd profitable years in which he has done 
henor to his country and his country’s stage, 
wherein any other man must of necessity have 
been far greater as an actor than John Drew 
bas proven himself to be. 

And after all it is the atmosphere of the Em- 
pire Theater and an Empire Theater opening 
that serves to most impress the plebeian observer 
—the men and woman who find simple drivel 
in The Herald’s society psges and live in won- 
derment as to how the idle rich can keep from 
suicide. To this scrivener an opening at the 
Empire is like what seems an accompanying sen- 
sation to be sitting, unseen, upon the wall of a 
Newport gerden while ‘“‘sassiety’’ disports it- 
self at a monkey dinner: it is so engaging (he- 
tween acts) to look at the box-holders and won- 
der which one of the wealth-accumulators is 
“which”? and, perhaps. by this process of won- 
dering to advance a ribbon salesman to a seat 
among the Astorbilts. All of which may not 
be dramatic criticism, but it is surely an en- 
rveving section of an Empire opening.—WALT- 
HILt..

exclusive rich. 

The priestly garb, the trappings of the 
church, the frequent introduction of Roman 
Catholic emblems and the general atmosphere 
of religion which almost dominated the situa- 
tion made the play particularly attractive to 
the churchmen in attendance, and the house 
sweyed with enthusiasm for the ancient creed 
when it was not bursting with laughter or 
rocking with the fervor of excited and appre- 
ciative emotions.—WAETHILL.

Thus play history repeats itself 
inside of two hours and a half. 

Armstrong has interpolated several 
observations on married life in general that 
caused hearty laughter. Outside of these lines 
there is little humorous relief. The play drags 
in spots, and at other times the development 
of the plot is abrupt to a degree. The play- 
wright had an excellent idea, but through over 
drawing and inconsistent treatment overshot 
the mark aimed at.—ENIS.

The life story of ‘“‘The Little Corporal of 
Vandeville’’ is a romance of the latter day that 
is almost improbable. Aaron J. Jones, the sub- 
ject of this week's frontispiece, in nine years’ 
time has climbed to the topmost pinnacle of 
variety in the great Middle West. Aaron Jones 
was born in the humblest of circumstances in 
the year 1876, over on the old South Side of 
Chicago.

Alhambra, New York 


(Reviewed Monday Matinee, Sept. 14.) ~ 


New York, Sept. 14.—There was a little of 
everything to please the sophisticated vaudeville 
goer incorporated in the bill at Harlem Temple 
of the Varieties Monday afternoon. When Ben 
Roberts tapped his baton on the stand signal- 
ing the start of the overture there was not a 
vacant seat. Capacity at this period of the 
year fully testifies to the general excellence 
of the entertainment offered. 

No, 1—Artois and Ernest performed nimbly 
on the bars, but stalled a little too frequently 
in order to inject some quiet comedy, which 
isn’t intensely comic. Made up as white-faced 
clowns with all-white costumes, they present a 
neat appearance, and, with the addition of a 
better finish, should make an exceptional clos- 
ing number. 

No. 2—Stella Tracey and Victor Stone, as- 
sisted by George Spink at the piano, offered a 
mediey of gongs, interspersed with a little 
stepping. The trio shape up well as an aver- 
age “piano act,”’ with each making a good 
individual impression, but possibly through lack 
of playing registering a much lower percentage 
on team work. Victor Stone, a likely-looking 
chap with a nice voice and legitimate delivery, 
strains a little too much at times for effect. 
Stella Tracey, daintily gowned, put her songs 
over well in a cute voice, but might likewise 
endeavor to acquire more repression.

No. 3—Duntaer’s Nine White Hussars, billed 
as The Singing Band, please immensely while 
they stick to their instruments.

No, 4—Lou Anger, the erstwhile German sol- 
dier, has eliminated the German from his bill- 
ing and is now announced as the neutral soldier.

No. 5—Harry Beresford presented a quaint 
and interesting miniature playlet, entitled 
Twenty Odd Years.

The Gay New Yorkers contains three elements 
popularly supposed to be highly conducive to 
gayety, pleasure and entertainment. 

There is an ocean of wine on tap in the 
burlesque, a likely bunch of women in the 
shape of choristers, seen frequently throughout 
the proceedings, and a superabundance of song, 
the latter condition caused undoubtedly through 
the programmed announcement of three prom- 
inent song writers as joint sponsors for the 
music of the show. The comedy, some of which 
is new, some reminiscent, and some decidedly 
ancient, is well taken care of by Will Fox, 
Irving Gear, Harry Lamont, Frank O’Brien and 
Jack Manley. 

The book is just ‘‘one of those things’? in 
which Fox and Gear, as a couple of Hebrew 
merchants, are sold a department store by Harry 
Lament, who stands out as an excellent ‘‘Wise 
Guy" of the check suit type, but without the 
usual accompaniment of more or less time-worn 
slang. Jack Manley, as the elevator boy, be- 
sides possessing a dandy tenor voice, which is 
exceptional for burlesque, renders a good ac- 
count of himself throughout the first part. The

slows up the action considerably. Al! things 
considered, The Gay New Yorkers, with a 
slight revision of the book here and there, and 
the elimination of three or four songs, will 
make a genuinely pleasing entertainment. Fox 
and Gear show their ability to carry the weight 
of comedy on their shoulders, but if they are 
t. continne to introduce the parodies in the bur- 
lesque, newer songs should be secured imme- 
diately. The ones now in use ate poorly writ- 
ten with one exception. The show is not en- 
tirely free from suggestive dialogue and busi- 
ness, but does not offend overmuch in this re- 
spect. At that, in certain theaters the co- 
medians will have to modify things a_ trifle. 
Dotty and Carrie Raymond put over a_ sister 
specialty consisting of songs, and Jack Manley 
also offered a well chosen repertoire of vocal 
numbers.

We are once more back where the Stars and 
Stripes float and wending our way toward Dixie 
after what has proven to be by far the most 
successful season in our history.

train in a small village on Prince Edward 
Island. A ery went up: “‘Spies!’’ and immedi- 


ately they were shadowed by the village hawk- 
shaw. The more timid natives broke for the 
tall timbers. A hurry-up alarm was turned in. 
Credentials were demanded and immediate y pre- 
sented. It soon relieved the tension which had 
arisen almost to the breaking point. In New 
Brunswick our show was leaded on a steamer 
and taken to this island, and tere taken over 
the P. E. I. Railway in special cars, which were 
much smaller than the regular railway rollins 
stock. We remained on the Island for two 
weeks, showing in the capital, Charlottetown, 
for three days. Each one of the five papers in 
that city gave the show and the ‘management 
unstinted praise for their excellence, and if 
Little Nemo, our educated baby elephant, which 
is sald to have been the first elephant ever 
brought to that country, could have read the 
flattering press notices she received, no doubt 
an increase in salary would be ‘immediately 
demanded by ther. 

In New Brunswick we had as our guest that 
prince of good fellows, an ex-superintendent of 
canvas, Edward Barnum, who is an influential 
citizen and jand owner. Ed has a beautiful 
home and lovks and acts as young as ever. 


The disciples of Isaac Walton formed an 
Anglers’ Club early in the season and made 
some excellent catches. Otto Fowler, our as- 


sistant manager, bolds the honor for the great- 


est number of fish landed. Uarry Hall, our 
side-show manager, landed the largest, with 
Lee Hall and Harry Steele close seconds. 
“Funny Bill’ Foster and Jess Crabtree, the 
clowns, are running neck and neck for the 
booby prize, with odds in Foster's favor. Col. 
W. B. Lorke, our equestrian director, says he'd 


rather fish for clams and behonks, and Wafliie 
does sure bring them in. 

Since the open season for ducks, our cars 
have been strewn with feathers. The Govern- 
or holds the belt for the greatest number of 
birds. He's a crack shet and stands ready to 
meet all comers. Johnny Jones, of chicken-pie 
fame, has charge of our culinary department, 
this being his second season. 

There has not been a change in our dressing 
room since last May. Both our side-show and 
big show seem to be giving excellent satisfac- 
tion. These are some of the rumors rife in the 
dressing room: “‘The six ladies on the show are 
planning a big surprise for Thanksgiving.’’ 
“Another Carribean cruise is being planned by 


the Governor for next winter.’’ ‘“‘A Shriner’s 
Indoor Circus will be organized and pulled off 
after the holidays.’ “Six more cars will be 


added to the show next season.’’ ‘The animal 
acts will ail be booked on big time this winter.’’ 
“The Governor will dispose of his circus prop- 
erty altogether, go to Minneapolis, wed an

CONEY'’S MARDI GRAS. 


New York, Sept. 12.—The Mardi Gras Asso- 
elation has entirely mapped out the program 
for this season's big event that marks the close 
of Coney Island. This year's carnival is to be 
“America,’’ ang will be held an entire week, 
starting Monday. The theme selected is a 
patriotic one and it is the purpose of the asso 
elation that a spirit of patriotism, loyalty and 
allegiance shall pervade Coney for the week. 
All of the business men of the island have 
signified their willingness to decorate their es 


tablishments with red, white and blue bunting | 


and flags emblematic of this country alone. 
“Let Old Glory predominate this year"’ is the 
edict. 

The subject of this year’s carnival was 
chosen for two reasons; to celebrate the writ- 
ing of The Star-Spangled Banner and also to 
signify the pacific relations existing between 
this nation ang the warring powers of Europe. 


Uncle Sam and Columbia will rule this year 
in place of the customary king and queen. 
Floats portraying important historical epochs 


will include The Star-Spangled Banner, Landing 
of Columbus, Landing of the Pilgrims, Boston 
Tea Party, Washington Crossing the Delaware, 
Declaration of Independence, Birth of Our Flag, 
Emancipation, 1861, Blue and Gray, President 
Wilson's Neutrality Porclamation, Peace and 
Coney Island. Industrial floats will also be in 
the line. of parade. On Saturday afternoon 
Children’s Day will be observed. The parade 
will occur each night, with the exception of 
Saturday, and Saturday afternoon. One thon- 
sand, two bundred and fifty dollars in cash 
prizes will be awarded for the most comic, most 
elaborate, most grotesque and other costumes. 
Sam Gumpertg has been selected Grand Marshal, 
with Walter L. James as his chief aide. Special 
features in the parades during the week will be: 
Monday, Boy Scouts; Tuesday, Review of the 
Volunteer Life Guards; Wednesday, Woodmen 
of the World: Thursday, Volunteer Firemen's 
Night, and Friday, Brooklyn Postoffice Night. 

The rule established some years ago pro- 
hibiting the use of ti¢klers, paper dusters, fuzzy 
dogs, slapsticks and the unnecessarily rough 
use of confetti will be enforced. Battles with 
confetti and the use of all kinds of noise-mak- 
ing devices will be encouraged. 


- WHEELING PARK HAS GOOD SEASON. 


Wheeling Park, Wheeling, W. Va., closed 
its gates after a successful season, under the 
management of Griffiths & Crane. These men 
leased the park last season, and one of their 
first moves was to eliminate the bar. The 
change from wet to dry was so radical at first 
that it was difficult to make the community 
Tealize such a thing could be accomplished, and 
it was only toward the close of. the season of 
1918 that a full endorsement was received. 
Coincident with their dry rule, on July 1 the 
entire State of West Virginia was voted dry, 


leaving Wheeling Park as the only amusement 
resort within a radius of twenty wiles. At- 
tendance at the park since that time has. been 
greatly increased. 

Among the many vbew attractions the most 
Popular proved to be the big swimming pool. 
The construction is of steel and reinforced con- 
crete. The pavilion and lockers are built on 
Atlantic City lines, while the sanitary arrange- 
ments are complete. Prof. William A. Cur- 
wen, the swimming instructor, has had much 
experience in aquatic affairs, having secured 
two championship medals in England. In addi- 
tion to being park lessees and managers, Grif- 
fiths & Crane are builders of parks and de- 
signers and builders of coaster rides and other 
amusement devices. 


ONTARIO BEACH CLOSES. 


Rochester, Sept. 8.—Ontario Beach closed its 
season On Labor Day and Manager Elmer Wai- 
ters left this week for Buffalo, where he will 
manage a big spectacle for the German societies 
of that city. It is probable that Mr. Walters 
will continue with the spectacle when it goes 
to Chicago. The beach season excelled the 
1913 season in point of gate admissions, but 
the concessions report that the crowds spent 
less money than usual. 


WILL FIGHT NEXT SEASON. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 10.—The concessioners 
of Woodside Park. after paying fines every 
Monday morning since the ancient Blue Laws 
haye been unearthed, have decided that next 
year they will fight their case. Forty-five $4 
fines were again impoeed on the Sunday oper- 
ators at the park September 8. 


SANS SOUCI PARK FIRE. 


Chicago, Sept. 12.—Fire caused considerable 
damage to Sans Souci Park last Friday and 
threatened to destroy the whole neighborhood. 
The lives of the fire-fighters were endangered 
during the blaze, which destroyed the skating 
rink. Crossed wires are thought to have started 
the blaze. 

The origin of the fire is said to be under in- 
vestigation.

than in nearly all of the United States. Fitz- 
gerald plans to take with him Robert G. Me- 
Tean. international amateur champion: Harry 
R. Kaad, of Chicago: Anton O’Sickey, champion 
T. Fisher, Western champion 


of Milwankee, Wis., and two or three other 


fast boys that will be picked out later, and 
make a circuit of all cities that have artificial 
ice rinks up in the Northwest country. The 
trip will be started about the first of February, 
and after visiting all the prominent placen 
McLean will turn professional, and will go 
East with Norval Baptie in the hopes of get- 
ting in a _ four-cornered world’s meet with 
Morris Wood and Edmund Lamy. This race 
has been brewing between these four skaters 
for several years, amd several Eastern rinks 
have offered purses of $1,000 and over for 
the meeting of these great skaters. As it is 
at present, Lamy Wood and Bagptie lay claim 
to the title, but neither have met in a race 
for the title since Wood and Baptie met down 
East several years ago and skated a tie. The 
big four will surely meet this year, as Baptie 
and McLean are now under the management of 
Fitzgerald, and have agreed to the proposition. 
Four greater skaters never glided over the 
frozen surface than Baptie, McLean, Lamy 
and Wood, and what a race they would make. 
Denver H. Graham, better known as Daring 
Denver, of Denver, Col., is at present operating 
a roller rink at Dott, W. Va. In a letter re- 
ceived, he stated that he is getting things 
lined up to open a large rink himself this 
winter. He also expects to operate two port- 
able rinks, and may take in conjunction with 
the two portables, the rink at Bluefield, and 
Operate the three. He is at present having 
= success with his rink and vaudeville 
ouse.

Neutrality on Films and Has 
Two-Reeler, “Be Neutral,”’ 
Made in 48 Hours

New York, Sept. 9.—President Laemmle, of 
the Universal Film Manufacturing Company, is 
putting forth every effort to uphold President 
Wilson's policy of preserving strict neutrality 
between the United States and the various na- 
tions at war. 

In many of the releases which are now being 
title] Mr. Laemmle has caused to be inserted 
titles which serve to remind Americans that 
this country and all its people are neutral. 

In addition to this effective way of influencing 
public sentiment, he decided.that a special film 
showing the dangers of war discussions in this 
country would be better than titles in al] the 
Universal films. By telegraph he instructed the 
manager of the West Coast plant, I. Bernstein, 
to have a story written showing the folly of such 
discussions and the trouble and danger to inno- 
cent persons which almost always ensues upon 
such a discussion. 

The story was written, Los Angeles was 
asked to participate in the work of production, 
2.000 feet were taken, and the picture finished 
within 48 hours. It is now on its way to New 
York on express, the whole operation taking 
less than a week. 

Ios Angeles gave itself up, hook, line and 
sinker, to the enterprise. At the request of 
the Chamber of Commerce 2,000 residents ap-

Chief Cause of Move

New York, Sept. 10.—The Exclusive Supply 
Co., which has for some time been marketing 
the products of several] manufacturers, has been 
so affected by the European war that the stoc«- 
holders have decided to dissolve. 

The Gaumont Co., with headquarters in Paris, 
which has been shipping its films through the 
Exclusive, has not received any pictures from 
its home office since the war started. 

The Film Releases of America has practically 
discontinued the importation of films since the 
beginning of hostilities, and the All-Star Film 
Co., having decided to release through the Alco 
instead of the Exclusive, naturally had its ef- 
fect upon the Exclusive. The Ramo Co., open- 
ing its own exchanges and shipping direct, has 
also contri»uted to the present decision on the 
part of the directors of the Exclusive to dis- 
selve, ; 

Joe Miles, general manager of the Exclusive, 
who has been identifieq with the film industry 
since its infancy, it is understood, will prob- 
ably connect with one of the large distributing 
organizations, as well as some of the other 
members of the old Exclusive staff. 

The Exadusive Supply Co. was organized from 
what was left of the old Film Supply Co. 


OF INTEREST TO EXHIBITORS. 


Chicago, Sept. 14.—On October 1 the new law 
regarding the shipping of moving picture films 
goes into effect, This is an Inter-State Commerce 
Commission ruling and is to the effect that on 
and after that date no express company will be 
allowed to bandle any film that is not enclosed 
in a galvanized iron or beavy fiber case. Ex- 
changes supplying out of town exhibitors will 
do well to be prepared for this change before 
the last minute, and avoid having their ship- 
ments held up. 


N, Y. M. P, EXPRESS SORROW. 


New York, Sept. 10.—The Board of Directors 
of the New York Motion Picture Corporation, 
at a meeting held today, directed the follow- 
ing statement to be spread upon their minutes:

field. The result of that conversation is the 
present gorgeous fairy land, White City.

FAIR HESPERIDES AT WENATCHEE, WASH. ; 


The Second Annual Fair Hesperides, to be 
held at Wenatchee, Wash., October 26 to 31, has 
just issued its complete premium list aggregat- 
ing $5,000.

The attendance is 
expected to reach 25,000.
